"Educaion is a serious business."

Dr. Rufus Jones Delivers Stimu- 
lating Talk at Methodist 
Church. 



MINISTERS PARTICIPATE 



More than 400 people attended the 
community service in the Methodist 
Church last Sunday evening and 
greatly enjoyed the stimulating talk by 
Dr. Rufus Jones, of Haverford Col- 
lege. It Mas the kind of gathering 
which causes anyone to be pleased and 
proud to be a recognized member of 
the Narberth community. It was an- 
other indication that there is in this 
small borough an unusually large 
group of interesting friends and neigh- 
bors who, regardless of normal denom- 
inational barriers, enjoy getting to- 
gether in the same congregation for 
any serious purpose. 

Dr. Jones is such an experienced 
lecturer and his fame as an authority 
on mysticism is so international that 
it would be absurd to claim that that 
Narberth gathering had any unusually 
stimulating effect upon him, but it did 
seem to this observer that there must 
have been something akin to a reci- 
procity of good feeling between speak- 
er and audience which caused him to 
deliver an address that was not only 
stimulating in its appeal to the intelli- 
gence but which also wove a spell of 
good feeling over the emotions. 

The text of Dr. Jones* talk was de- 
rived from the story of Mary and 
Martha and it was his conception that 
a combination of the personal view- 
points and activities of both of them 
pointed the way to the right attitude 
toward life and toward God. That 
baffling phrase in the New Testament, 
spoken by Jesus in reference to Mary, 
"she hath chosen the better part," was 
greatly illuminated and explained when 
Dr. Jones pointed out that in the origi- 
nal, the word which was translated

One is lured on from this 
puzzling problem to that, all the time 
resisting temptation to settle a matter 
according to one's feeling, but aware 
that the proof must be furnished, ft 
is fatal to jump at a conclusion in 
compiling genealogical data. 

Genealogy is one of the most natural 
of sciences. Geology is the genealogy 
of the earth. Minerals write their own 
story. Anthropology has its tale told 
in signs to be found in prehistoric 
caves. The Egyptians left their 
genealogical marks. The Bible is full 
of genealogy. The Bayeaux tapestry 
has been carefully preserved on ac- 
count of its historical and genealogical 
value. 

Mrs. Sheppard's references to Penn- 
sylvania history, with its special 
bearing upon its colonial families and 
their descendants, was quite illumiat- 
ing. She told of Mason and Dixon s 
Line and of the romantic Nomansland 
at the intersection of the States of 
Pennsylvania, Delaware and Mary- 
land, and then carried her hearers 
down the picturesque Chesapeake to 
• Lynn Haven Bay and its romantic 
'history.

Officer Stevenson Served 

Six Years in Marines 



The tenth of a series of articles to 
introduce the members of Lower Mer- 
ion' s splendid police force to our readers. 

By Robert M. Cameron 
The night after Christmas a young 
police officer in Ardmore spied Gen- 
eral Smedley Butler, late of the 
Marines. "How do you do, General?" 
said the policeman. "Huh," said the 
astonished General, "how did you 
know my name?" "That was easy," 
the patrolman returned, "since I spent 
six years in the Marines." Whereupon 
General Butler wished his former asso- 
ciate a merry Christmas and a happy 
New Year. 

The policeman was William E. 
Stevenson, one of the three officers 
that share the beat at Lancaster and 
Cricket Avenues in eight-hour shifts. 
It is he and Officer McCabe to whom 
Jack and Pete, the part-timber wolf 
and part Great Dane dogs, have at- 
tached themselves, and wherever these 
officers are the dogs may be found. 
Stevenson, the second youngest man 
in the department, was born in Tar- 
kiln, R. I., July 29, 1906. Just how 
he enlisted in the Marines comprises 
an amusing episode. He was seven- 
teen at the time and had tried to join 
both the army and the navy but was 
turned down on account of his age. 
As a last hope he applied to the Ma- 
rines. His age was no handicap there,

but his weight was. He weighed 128 
pounds at the time and the required 
weight was 132. On the suggestion of 
an old-timer in the service he went 
out and ate a dozan bananas and then 
the surprised recruiting officers found 
that he tipped the beam at the required 
132 pounds. 

Stevenson served his training period 
in the Marine Corps at Paris Island, 
South Carolina, and was appointed a 



( field drummer in the fall of 1924. The 
next year he was assigned to sea duty 
■on the U. S. S. Texas. In addition 
! to playing the drum, Stevenson was 
I a bugler, and attended the Marine 
■ Band School at Quantico, Va., in 1925 
land 1924 

j In March, 1926, he went to Port Au 

! Prince, Haiti, with the Second Regi- 

i ment Band. This is the country and 

city which have been celebrated in two 

recent and popular books, "The Magic 

Island," by Seabrook, and "Black 

I Majesty," by Vandercook. 

Stevenson spent three years all told 

Jin the tropics, in Haiti and other Cen- 

i tral American countries. He has many 

j photographs, some of which he took 

I himself, of scenes and people in that 

jpart of the world. He was in Central 

j America at the time Lindbergh was 

: making his famous good will flight to 

j those countries, and has many pictures 

j taken there of Lindy and his plane. 

| During this time Stevenson had 

j gained field, band, orchestra and jazz 

! experience with the drum and bugle. 

j While at Port Au Prince he broadcast 

with other members of the Marine 

Band over radio Station HHK. Later 

he was one of the buglers selected to 

play the flourishes at the inauguration 

of President Hoover on March 4, 1929, 

in Washington. 

Once while on leave Stevenson 
came to the Main Line to visit some 
friends;. He was so taken with the 
section that he resolved to come here 
when lie finished his period of service. 
He was appointed to the Lower Mer- 
ion police force on April 15, 1930. 
Officer Stevenson is a member of 



the Marine Corps Reserve, assigned to 
the fleet, and is liable to call back into 
the service in case of a national emer- 
gency. 

He was married on January 11, 
1930, to Miss Roma Laferdy, of Maple- 
ville, R. I., and lives at 22 East Lan- 
caster Avenue, Ardmore. 



Strict Eligibility Rules 
Adopted by Military Acad. 

Three drastic changes affecting ath- 
letic eligibility were issued yesterday in 
an order by Colonel Milton G. Baker, 
superintendent of the Valley Forge 
Military Academy, to the cadets. 

According to this order no cadet will 
be allowed to play on a varsity team 
of the Military Academy whose total 
participation on a high school or pre- 
paratory school varsity team exceeds 
three years. Freshmen will not be al- 
lowed to engage in sports as members 
of varsity teams, and all athletic scho- 
larships arc banned. 

Colonel Baker declared after issuing 
the order that he sought to foster "a 
genuine competitive athletic spirit." 
The new ruling, which will go into 
effect April 1, will affect nearly every 
varsity team. Other regulations re- 
quire an academic average of 75 per 
cent, and a minimum of four major 
courses for participation in varsity ath- 
letics.

TEIEPH O/N'.E! 
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Trip to Crossnore, N. C, and Atlanta, Ga., 

Intimately Described by Narberth Resident 



The interest shown by many of our 
little suburban towns here toward 
Crossnore School encourages one la 
give a few personal observations after 
a short visit there. 

Leaving Narberth on December 22 
about 5:30 A. \L, "weather mild," we 
reached Lexington, Va., on our firs! 
stop. 

Strange as it may seem we encoun- 
tered snow from Washington, D. C, 
down and Lexington, Va., had her 
share with a temperature of 15 degrees 
above zero. 

Next morning, December 23, found 
us on our way, about 9 A. M M for 
points south. The trip was interesting, 
the country one we had not traveled in 
before, but the weather rather amaz- 
ing. The further South we would go 
the more snow we encountered. 

In Wytheville, Va., after the very 
hilly and crooked road from Pulaski, 
we stopped for lunch. Here a very 
kindly person informed us we would 
lose the snow about fifty miles south, 
but he had not been south or else the 
change had come after he left for the 
snow stayed with us. Late afternoon 
found us at Elizabethton, N. C, with 
mountains in view southward, to which 
our road would lead us and we met 
them, or maybe they met us, but we 
were in them soon, going — one cannot 
say straight, but very crookedly — for 
Crossnore, N. C 

For those not having traveled in 
the mountains may I say the day fades 
quickly and night was upon us when 
yet miles away from our destination. 
It necessitated our going slow. Towns 
were few and far apart, houses and 
people few. We were grateful for 
road markers, although it required 
one's getting out and using the flash- 
light to find them. Cranberry, Ban- 
ner's Elk and Newland disappeared on 
the map, according to the mileage, but, 
except for a few people in Newland, 
one would not have realized towns or 
villages were about. Some boys in 
Newland were encouraging when they 
informed us we had only six more 
miles to go and straight ahead a turn 
right at first fork of the road would 
bring us to Crossnore. Slowly the 
six miles were covered. Slowly for 
several reasons: the darkness of the 
night and eighteen inches of snow and 
mountain roads high and narrow to 
travel; then some lights, yes, quite a 
few lights, maybe a half dozen in the 
distance, and Crossnore. Thanks for 
those lights we were so encouraged and 
immediately felt warmer and happier, 
I neglected to say our host when we 
left Lexington, Va., placed a hot brick 
all dressed up in newspaper in the 
car for my feet. I was grateful for 
that brick. Until six in the evening, 
the heat remained and did add comfort 
to the feet even though the hands and 
nose were red from the cold. 

Crossnore in the Distance 
Oh — but there were the lights of 
Crossnore. Nearer and nearer and 
then we were passing them. Shock 
No. ONE. To get back to them and 
into them seemed hopeless, but we 
knew it had to be done, so, with care, 
we managed to turn around and start 
toward them again. A lane, from the 
road, leading to the house, high up on 
a cliff seemed the next turn, so, up the 
lane, by auto, up the hill, by foot. A 
man appearing at this moment from 
practically nowhere answered the ques- 
tion and informed us the way to the 
home of Dr. and Mrs. Sloop, who were 
to be our hosts while at Crossnore. 
"Right down the hill, take first turn to 
the right and there would be the Sloop 
residence." 

We went down the hill, took first 
turn to the right and there it was, 
but again we had passed it, with no 
entrance in view as it was like many 
other houses, some two or three hun- 
dred feet from the road. The road was 
narrow and to turn around and go 
back seemed impossible as the snow- 
was eighteen inches deep here and the 
drop in the road down to the house 
we were seeking was some hundred 
feet With the assistance of a neigh- 
bor who lived some hundred feet 



further up the cliff, wc started forward 
to find a road where wc could turn 
around. A mile up the road we did 
find a crossroad, managed to turn and 
this time wc held onto the neighbor 
until we stopped where he said the 
Sloop house lane was, but it required 
a flashlight to find said lane, owing 
to the depth of the snow. 

I must tell you about this little cross- 
road where we turned. A house, con- 



sisting of one large room, common to 
this locality, stood close to the turn. 
We were talking and making consid- 
erable noise giving directions and sug- 
gestions to each other about turning 
when our car headlights centered on a 
window, and one could see a little cur- 
tain being drawn aside as if to see who 
could be outside. I mentioned to the 
neighbor who was guiding us that the 
place seemed unoccupied but he an- 
swered, "No, they had retired for the 
night." This was six thirty-five P. M. 
Our host and hostess had been wait- 
ing for our arrival and announced that 
dinner was ready, when we had thawed 
out a bit and were ready to move. 



The telephone announced our arrival 
to those around who were interested 
and after dinner all joined us at our 
host's home for a jolly evening. Above 
all topics, our trip down was wanted 
the most. 

Perhaps to the Northerner these nar- 
row snow-bound roads seemed difficult. 
But to the mountaineer it is just an- 
other part of a day's work. 

The distance covered that day had 
been over three hundred miles and one 
would have thought a short evening 
would end the day. But it was nearly 
midnight when we all parted to re- 
tire.

Corn Pone 

2 cupfuls of flour. 

1 cup of cornmeal (yellow). 

2 teaspoons of baking powder. 
14 cupful of sugar. 

1 tcaspoonful of salt. 

3 eggs. 

1 cup of milk. 
Sift the dry ingredients together, 
beat in the egg and add the milk. Mix 
thoroughly and add shortening. Bake 
in a shallow pan, cut in squares and 
serve as a hot bread.— Mrs. A. L. Orr, 
Ehuwood Avenue. 

Cornmeal Muffins 
1 cup of cornmeal. 
1 cup of flour. 
J/j teaspoon of salt. 

4 teaspoons of baking powder. 
1 cup of milk. 

1 egg, 

1 tablespoon of shortening. 
Mix and sift the cornmeal, flour, 
salt and baking powder. Add the milk 
gradually, then add the well-beaten egg 
; and melted fat. Bake in well-greased 
; muffin pans in a hot oven (400 to 425 
•> degrees Fahrenheit). 
j Jelly Cornmeal Muffins 

I Use recipe for cornmeal muffins. 
Fill greased muffin tins one-fourth full, 
i put a tcaspoonful of jelly on the top 
i of the batter in each cup, cover the 
< jelly with more batter and bake in hot 
j oven (400 to 425 degrees Fahrenheit), 
1 15 or 20 minutes. 



Sift flour, baking powder and salt, 
add the shortening and rub in lightly, 
add milk enough to make a dough and 
roll out about an inch thick. Spread 
with the apricots, thickened with a 
tablespoon of cornstarch mixed with 
three-quarters cup of sugar stirred into 
apricots when stewed. Roll like jelly- 
roll. Place in baking pan, wash with 
milk and then sprinkle with granulated 
sugar. Dot with butter and bake 35 
minutes. Serve with a sauce or milk. 
— Mrs. A. H. Durboraw. 

Peasant Girl with a Veil 
4 cups of dried crumbs. 
1 cup of tart jam. 
Whipped cream. 

This is a delicious Danish pudding. 
Crumble bits of graham or rye bread 
to make fine crumbs. Add a little 
sugar to the crumbs and heat them in 
a slow oven until they are very dry. 
Cool and mix with any kind of jam, 
preferably a tart jam like apricot or 
plum. Mold, chill and serve with 
whipped cream.

JOHN C. HOLME 

John C. Holme, a former resident 
of Narberth, died suddenly last week 
near his home at 303 Westminster 
Road, Brooklyn. He was stricken on 
the street while on his way to his 
oflice in New York City. He was a 
well-known advertising man, having 
been connected with many publica- 
tions, including several of the Philadel- 
phia newspapers. At the time of his 
death he was associated with a New 
York publishing house. 

Mr. Holme was a lineal descendant 
of Thomas Holme, the first city sur- 
veyor of Philadelphia, and during his 
residence in Narberth, in 1914, he took 
part in the Narberth Fete and Histori- 
cal Pageant, portraying the character 
of his distinguished and famous ances- 
tor. He was born in Philadelphia and 
was a member of the family for which 
! the town of Holmesburg, now a part 
I of Philadelphia, was named. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, two sons and a 
daughter.

Boil sugar and water to the soft ball

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED 



On Tuesday afternoon at 3 o'clock 
there was a meeting at the Merion 
Tribute House of the Merion branch 
of the League of Women Voters. Mrs. 
Florence Kvans was in the chair. 
Resolutions were passed backing up 
the Jones-Cooper Maternity and In- 
fancy bill, as it came out of the United 
States Senate. The bill is now in the 
House of Representatives. Another 
resolution was adopted favoring the 
entrance of the United States into the 
World Court. 

Mrs. William Gehinan, who ha ; , 
been conducting a class that is study- 
ing the subject of regulating public 
utilities, introduced the subject in a 
few words. Mrs. Charles H. Shaw, 
of Narberth, read a paper on the pub- 
lic utilities of today, the scientific uses 
of steam, gas and electricity and their 
regulation in connection with the fur- 
ther development of the country. She 
spoke of the public attitude towards 
these problems. 

Mrs. William Lilly, »f Orchard 
Way, Merion, spoke for the holding 
companies. She said that formerly the 
small operating companies had very 
high rates and that after they had 
merged the rates were greatly cheap- 
ened. Moreover, the companies became 
more stable. Economy of manage- 
ment means less cost to the consumer. 
Mrs. E. Holt Eliason took sides 
against the holding companies on the 
ground that they were monopolistic. 
These companies have all the well- 
known characteristics of selfish mon- 
opoly. Some of these she enumerated. 
Mrs. H. H. Maxwell spoke on 
government control. Its efficiency 
would depend upon whether this con- 
trol should fall into the right or wrong 
hands. She instanced the Federal Re- 
serve Board as an efficient and success- 
ful instrument for financial betterment. 
Mrs. Frazer Morian talked on 
mergers. They have helped to put 
the smaller business man out of busi- 
ness. While a merger cuts the cost 
of production, it often takes a man 
from a good job in which he fits and 
drops him into a smaller one or none 
at all. The merger is being overdone. 
Has not much unhappiness been 
caused in America by the merger 
habit?
